The rescue effort fell to Port Colbome Fire and Emergency 
Services, who were assisted by Fort Erie Fire Department and two 
civilian tugs. The efforts of the two Are services and the civilians on 
the tugs has to be commended. 

The city’s technical rescue was sent out on the tugs and Fort Erie 
supplied two of its Zodiacs. The co-ordination between all was 


A helicopter from CFB Trenton was sent down and hovered over 
the boat to provide light, security and it had a water rescue team 
onboard to assist if needed While that helicopter was no doubt 
welcomed by the crews on the ship, anchored 3.7 nautical miles 
southwest of the city, we feel more was needed.

While the tugs and Are boats were able to transfer all the men to 
shore, they were lucky Lake Erie was calm that night A winter storm 
would have kept the Zodiacs from reaching the ship and, depending 
on the conditions, the tug may have been stuck in harbour 
That could have seen the ship brought into the Welland Canal 
to dock. But with a sick crew and dangerous gas onboard, that may 
have not even been possible. At the time, no one was sure if the gas 
could be spread by contact or what threat it posed. And an ill crew 
trying to dock a ship would have been challenge. 

While the Niagara Regional Police maintain boats on the 
waterways from the spring to fall, they had nothing to assist in the 
effort Port Colbome Marine Auxiliary Rescue (Pocomar) unit’s 
boats were longoutofthe water and would have taken a long time to 
launch as they are now sitting on blocks for the winter season 
Maybe it’s time for a permanent Coast Guard base on Lake Erie. 
One dose to tire Welland Canal There is a Coast Guard ship based in 
Port Dover; but that is a long way off 
A Canadian Coast Guard presence on tire Great Lakes would 
allow it to respond to emergendes such as this one. And 
combining it with an RCMP presence onboard would give a 
stronger law enforcement presence on the lake. 

The situation last week was both a marine emergency and 
a potential law enforcement one as well. With the ship being 
internationally-registered and having an international crew, 

there is always the possibility, whoever remote, of terrorism 
being at play. 

We’re sure it crossed the minds of Are Chief Tom Cartwright 
and dty officials as Port firefighters made their way to the ship. 
While we think the possibility of terrorism is fairly remote, it is 
possible and AreAghters shouldn't have to deal with something 
like that Nor should the chief and dty officials be put in that 
position. 

Cartwright plans to call all agendes that were involved in the 
inddent for a brainstorming session in the newyear We think 
that’s a great idea and hopefully something will come of the 
session that will help deal with events like this should they ever 
occur again.

About the passage of time

s 2011 looms very 
J- A-closely on the horizon, 
New Year's Eve is usually a 
time for us to look back and 
reflect on what was, to look 
ahead to the possibilities of 
what might be and perhaps 


to shake our heads and 
wonder how we got here so 
fast. Years seem to fly by. 
One fades into another and 
so on and so forth, and as 
each one comes to an end 


take stock of our Eves. New 
Year’s Resolutions fly fast 
and furious as we reflect on 
the goals we’re setting for 
ourselves in the year ahead, 
and the opportunity to do 


to the inevitable (and some 
might say relentless) passage 


Time is an interesting 
thing. It’s at the root of one of 
those questions that no one 
can possibly offer a definitive 
answer to. You know the type 
of question I’m talking about. 
What’s the value of pi? How 
big is the universe? 

How did time start? There’s 
no real answer. On the one 
hand time must have started 
because everything has to 
start; on the other hand time 


couldn’t ever have started, 
because if you could pinpoint 
what you thought was the 
exact moment time started, 
you’d be left with one more 
question: what happened 
five minutes before that? I’ve 
heard people say that it’s 
one of 

those questions that will 
drive you insane if you spent 
too much time thinking 
about it. In any event, how 
time started isn't really that 
important. All that really 
matters is that it did start, and 
we all know it 

The passage of time takes 
its toll. At 47,1 still consider 
myself young, but I also know 
that I have a few aches and 
pains when I get up in the 
morning that I didn't have 
20 years ago. Some people 
And the inevitable passage of 
time and the challenges that it 
brings unsettling, and even 

frightening. I suspect that 
might be why we’ve turned 
New Year's Eve - which is 
really a rather meaningless 
and unimportant day when 
you think about it - into a 
worldwide excuse for a giant 
party. I have nothing against 
a good party, mind you, 
but this one is interesting. 

Are the parties we attend 
on New Year's Eve really 
an opportunity for us to 
forget what the night really 
represents: another year has 


passed us by. 

The good news is that Jesus 
tells us that the passage of time 
isn’t to be feared. The future 
is in the hands of God. And, 
after all, as Jesus said: “who 
among you by worrying can 
add a single hour to his life?” 
But some do worry. They fear 
the changes that time brings 
andtheybecome fearful of 
what the future might hold 
and they become so caught up 
in nostalgia for the things of 
the past that they lose interest 
in the present. Some people 
bacome so obsessed with the 
past that they go to extremes 
to try to recapture it. You can 
see it in how they dress, or how 
they speak, or in the kind of 
car they drive. Modem society 
has created entire industries 
around 

people who want to deny 
the marching on of time. Ifyou 
don't want people to know 
how old you are just get a 
little Eft here or a Ettle tuck 
there. 

Sorry to inject a sombre 
note into the New Year 
festivities, but the truth is 
that the passage of time we 
mark with the change of the 
calendar is a reminder to us 
that eventuaffy so much time 
wiE have passed that no one 
reading this today wtil even 

Maybe that’s why we party 
on New Year’s Eve - because 


New Year’s Eve more than 
any other day reminds us that 
time marches on, and there’s 
not a blessed thing we can do 

But Jesus offered a bit of 
advice to those who would 
foUow him - and even to 
those who don’t. He said 
“don’t worry about the 
future.” Jesus speaks to 
people who have troubles 
and worries and fears in 
their Eves, to people who 
are concerned about the 
future and to people who 
desperately need hope. In 
the Sermon on the Mount, 
Jesus talked to such people 

Why? Because they don’t fear 
what’s coming next. They 
know instinctively that God 
wiE provide; that God wiE 
take care of them. And God 
wiE take care of us too. Sure 
there wEl be chaEenges and 
difficulties. That’s inevitable. 
But in the midst of them, God 
wiE be there. I pray for all of 
us that 2011 will bring many 
blessings, but to worry about 
2011 is ridiculous. 

Focus on now - and in 
each moment, Eve life to the 
fitil in a way that honours 
God and that gives dignity 
and love and respect to those 
around you.

CAMPAIGN NEEDS SUPPORT 

It’s Our Time campaign needs southern 
tier support. 

Delivery of hospital health care is chang- 
Eig and nowhere is that more evident than 
hi South Niagara. Changes at Port Colbome 
hospital and Douglas Memorial hospital in 
Fort Erie have been particularly stressful for 
residents of those communities. 

Conversions of the emergency depart¬ 
ments to urgent care centres at these sites 
were done to improve patient access to the 
right site, for the right care and on a more 
timely basis. Unfortunately, misinformation 
continues to circulate in the community that 
the Port Colbome and Douglas Memorial 
hospitals are closed or wiE be closed. This is 
simply not hue. 

More than 95% of the patients who visited 
the emergency departments (EDs) at Port 
and Fort continue to access great care at the 
urgent care centres, which operate 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week — with lower wait 
times than in our EDs. The other 5% - the 
sicker patients - are now taken directly to an 
ED in Wefland or Niagara FaEs which have 
the equipment and health-care profession¬ 


als required. This means ambulances in the 
Fort Erie area take non-emergency patients 
directly to Douglas Memorial's new urgent 

take non-emergency patients directly to Port 
Colbome’s urgent care centre. 

These changes reflect the reaEties hos¬ 
pitals — including Niagara Health System 
- face. The local hospital can no longer be 
the one stop far aE our health-care needs. 

However these changes make fundraising 
for the It’s Our Time campaign very chaEeng- 
ing for the south Niagara campaign team. Of 
the $40 miflion being raised through com¬ 
munity donations for the campaign, $7 mil- 
Eon is being raised in south Niagara to sup¬ 
port WeEand, Douglas Memorial and Port 
Colbome sites. Of this, $3 miflion has already 
been raised for the following improvements. 

At the Welland site, a 128-sEce CT scan¬ 
ner was purchased to replace the four-sflce 
CT, dramatically extending diagnostic imag¬ 
ing capabflities and enhancing health-care 
services. This new equipment allows foster 
diagnosis and is a critical tool for ruEng out 
or early diagnosis of cancers, diagnosing 
aortic aneurisms, strokes, causes of chronic 
headaches and is essential for trauma cases. 


Previously when a patient required further 
care, patients often had to travel to Hamilton 
or Toronto. Having this advanced CT at 
the WeEand site eliminates need for most 
patients to travel outside the area. 

At the Douglas Memorial site, donations 
are helping fund equipment for the urgent 
care centre, renovations to develop the 
complex continuing care centre to provide 
spedaEzed care for patients with complex 
care needs or multiple chronic diseases, and 
electric beds which each cost about $7,500. 

At the Port Colbome site donations wifl 
help fund renovations and equipment for 
the urgent care centre, and upgrades and 
new diagnostic imaguig equipment for the 
complex c ontinuing care centre.
